The announcements regarding in-

THE BRITISH PREFERENCE. 

He discussed the question of Brivish 
preference at considerable leng-h and 
expressed disappointment at the fact 
that when Britain was imposing a 
duty on food stuffs she 7id no- give 
Canada a preference. The radical 
change of the traditional policy. of Bri- 
tain in imposing such a duty’ had 
changed the conditions under which 
the Canadian preference had been ac- 
corded, and placed the Canadian Gov- 
ernment in a position which in the fu- 
ture might render a reconsideration of 
the present terms of the preference de- 
He pointed out, however, thai 
the question of the trade relations be- 
tween Britain and her severa) colon- 
ies were still under consideration, and 
therefore the last word had not been 


said. In any case, the interests of 


the massex of the people of Canada 
would be fully considered, ever. should 
a readjustment be thought desirable 
at any future (ime. 

While the attitude of the minister 
on this subject was attempted to be 
taken by the opposition as indicating 
a backdown of the Government from 
its present preference, it would be fair- 
er to presume that in this particular 
part of his speech, the Minister was 
addressing the British Government, 
rather than the Canadian people. His 
statement of the gosition was abso- 
lutely frank and cannoi fail to have 
some effect in the direction desired; 
that is, towars securing a preference 
on Canadian breadstuffs, imporied by 
Britain. 

RETALIATION ON GERMANY. 

The most striking feature of the l- 
mited number of tariff propositions 
presented by the Minister, was that of 
retaliaiion against Germany,’ by ‘the 
imposition of an overtax—of one-third 
en tbe goods coming from. that coun- 
try, When Canada gove the Britiah 
preference Germany had retaliaied by 
imposing such a tax on Canadian 
goods. After five years of persuasive 
methods on the part of Canada, wichou. 
avail. it was felt that the time had 
arrived for taking other measures, A 
present, Canada exports one million .o 
Germany and imports ten million dol- 
lars worth from Germany. 

rhe announeemeni was received wih 
ar plause from bob sides of the house; 
but on closer inspection the poli-y of 
retaliation may not be found to ‘be 
quite so satisfactory in practice as it 
seems in theory. Canada’s imporis 
from Germany are chiefly beet sugar, 
imparted because it is the cheapest su- 
gar that Canada can ge, being the re- 
sult ef a bouniy-fed industry in that 
country Retaliation against Ger- 
many means dearer sugar to Canadian 
consumers and this means an increase 
in their proportion of the burden of 
cost upon the people of small and} mod- 
erute means, It is a question if ii 
would not be beiter for Canada _ io 
swallow her pride for the sake of 
cheap sugar, than to asseri berself so 
her own expense and 
particularly ai che expense of those 
classes of her people who can leasi 
afford it On ibe other hand the re- 
taliation against Germany will natur- 
ally throw our trade towards the West 
Indies, and may thereby produce a

THE GENERAL TARIFF POLICY. 

Taken altogether, the budget an- 
nouneemetits are very satisfactory, and 
altheugh in the particulars of retalia- 
tion against Germany and the proposi- 
tion of imposing a duty on eteel rails, 
they are a disappointment to the 
friends of low tariff. They have rea- 
son to congratulate themselves on. the 
difference in the declared trade pol- 
icy of the govermmeni, as compared 
with the prospects a year ago, when 
strong protectionist speeches were 
midé ffom the government side of the 
House, 2nd when the then Minister 
of Public Works was campaigning the 
country on behalf of a probibitory. tar- 
iff, Then the protectionists seemed to 
have it all their own-way, and there 
seemed to be a danger of the govern- 
ment being stampeded into a policy of 
protection. That danger is now, pust. 
The sharp turn down which the Manu- 
facturers’ Association has __ received 
draws the line clearly between the. pol- 
icy of the government and that of the 
pariy of high protection of which the 
present opposition constitutes the 
greater and more important part. 
What the next move of the Manufac- 
turers’ Association will be can only be 
conjectured, but if they mean fight, 
their challenge has been definitely ac- 


cepted.
